To Kentucky-Tennessee Board. 

Louisville, Nov. 19.— The annual 
meeting of the Kentucky and Ten 
ncssee Board of Fire Underwriters, 
was called to order here this morn- 
ing- with about 40 members present. 
In his annual report President 
Frank Snyder stated that the ad- 
vance of 25 per cent, in rates in 
Kentucky and Tennessee during 
the year amounted to $208,246,729, 
the third largest in the history of 
the board. The premiums in the 
State for that period were $2,865,25( l 
and the ratio of loss was 62 per 
cent. 

In Tennessee during the past 
twelve months, risks amounting to 
$167,901,067 were written, while the 
premiums were $2,539,743, and the 
loss ratio 70 per cent.
